The top three candidates in 
the fight for the MP's job in 
Wildrose came out swinging last 
week in the first of several can¬ 
didates' forums 

Conservative candidate 
Louise Feltham. Reform Party 
candidate Myron Thompson and 
Liberal Roy Schcllnut wasted 
little time in attacking their op¬ 
ponents in Airdrie last Wednes¬ 
day at a fomm organized by the 
Airdrie Chamber of Commerce. 

“I am, quite honestly afraid 
of the Reform Party. " Schcllnut 
said in opening remarks at the 
forum. “I say Preston Manning 
can't cut like he says he will 
without destroying out social 
programs, our enti re way of life." 

Both Schellnut and Feltham 
were on the offence in opening 
remarks against Thompson and 
his party despite boos and heck¬ 
ling from the crowd, largely 
made up of Reform supporters 
Hecklers had to be threatened 
twice with expulsion from the 
forum after repeatedly interrupt¬ 
ing Feltham 

But despite the opening at¬ 
tack, Feltham was soon put on 
the defence when question after 
question, tackling such issues as 
MP's pensions and Conserva¬ 
tive spending practises over the 
past 8 years, were fired at her by 
audience members during ques- 
ion period 

‘' Thank y ou for predicting that 
I will live to be 78,” Feltham 
remarked to one question at¬ 


tacking her pension benefit plan 
“Just so you know, MP's pen¬ 
sions arc through a private plan 
just like everyone else's. We 
contribute 11 percent of our earn¬ 
ings and that is matched by our 
employer, just like any other 
employee.” 

The five other candidates who 
attended the forum; ND candi¬ 
date Anne Wilson. COR candi¬ 
date Dave Strang, Green Party 
candidate Scott Lamont, Na¬ 
tional Party candidate Stuart 
Hughes and independent candi¬ 
date Michael Leslie, played a 
more minor role in the debate 
using the opening and closing 
remarks to outline their party's 
policies. Many also attacked 
the Reform party platform of 
spending cuts by expressing their 
concern over the fate of Cana¬ 
dian social programs under Re¬ 
form rule. 

“Canada is clearly the envy 
of the world when it comes to 
our health care and social pro¬ 
gram, '' said the National Party's 
Stuart Hughes. “(We can sec 
that it might all) be dismantled 
under the Reform Party and even 
the Conservatives. ’ ’ 

Because of the large number 
of candidates, audience mem¬ 
bers at the forum left feeling 
somewhat unsatisfied Francinc 
Stewart of Bearspaw said she 
felt her questions to the candi¬ 
dates arc still unanswered 

“I really wanted more of an 
answer from these people,” she 
said “How can I make up my 
mind otherwise?”

He's young, wears a ponytail and waits tables for a living 
but that didn't stop independent candidate Michael Leslie 
from being the hands down winner at the first all-candidates 
forum in Airdrie last week. 

Soft spoken, articulate and intelligent, Leslie was the only 
candidate out of the eight present to receive a supportive 
response from a large audience made up mostly of Reform 
Party supporters 

Leslie is the surprise candidate, shocking many casual 
observers who expected the 25-vear-old to be looking for a 
resume enhancer in his bid for the MP's scat Instead he 
brought a spirit of cooperation, rationality and calmness to the 
debate National concerns aside, voters looking for the best 
representative for this riding won't have to look much further 
than this Banff resident 

While the other candidates fought it out using rehashed 
party policy. Leslie came across as fresh, well educated and on 
the ball With no party backing to stand behind, he offered no 
quick solutions but only a willingness to delve into national 
problems armed only with an interest in solution 

Not only was knowledgeable to discuss the issues in an 
intelligent manner (which is more that could be said for some 
unprepared participants), he made an effort to be supportive of 
the other candidates who were also putting up their time and 
money to offer their services to this riding. 

The appearance of Leslie was made even more pronounced 
by the attitude of some of the audience members in the first 
forum Reform Party supporters did not seem to be interested 
in listening to candidates but were there rather to press their 
own issues. Reminiscent of high school antics, one supporter 
tried to hand Louise Feltham a Reform button and ended up 
stabbing her in the hand This type of campaigning strategy 
only looks bad on the Reform candidate Myron Thompson 

This freshness, honesty and sincerity is something wc don't 
see verv often in elections Leslie's presence in both the race 
and at each forum will hopefully add a dimension of maturity 
to the race And with other party supporters acting the wav 
they did at the Airdrie forum, it will be a welcome break for 
the voters who arc serious about learning the information they 
need to make an intelligent decision on October 25.

Alberta has had a single high 
school diploma for most of its 
history However, in June 1983, 
a two-diploma system, intro¬ 
duced by the "Secondary Educa¬ 
tion in Alberta Policy" (1985), 
led to the requirements of the 
current General Diploma and 
Advanced Diploma 

Ch er the past few years, par¬ 
ents, students, teachers, admin¬ 
istrators and the public have in¬ 
dicated to the government a 
number of concerns with the 
current two-diploma situation 
Many people perceive the Gen¬ 
eral Diploma as being "second- 
rate." and contains no provision 
for recognizing student excel¬ 
lence In the Advanced Diploma 
program, the number of speci¬ 
fied credits restricts student op¬ 
portunities to enroll in course 
patterns in which they would 
have the greatest chance of suc¬ 
cess. Therefore, in July 1991. 
the Minister of Education began 
the move to a new single high 
school diploma that reduced the 
number of specified credits, al¬ 
lowing the opportunity to spe¬ 
cialize in areas of strength Af¬ 
ter public inpul and modifica¬ 
tions, in June 1992. thcMinistcr 
of Education circulated the "Al¬ 


berta High School Diploma -- A 
Plan For Change". These new 
diploma requirements are to 
come into effect August 1994. 

To earn an Alberta High 
School Diploma, a student en¬ 
tering Grade 10 during or after 
the 1994/1995, must have the 
following: 

• Earn a minimum of 100 
credits 

• Complete and meet the 
standards of the following 
courses: 

• English 30 or .33, 
•Social Studies 30 or 33, 

• Mathematics 20 or 23, 
or 24, 

• Science 20 or 24 or 
Biology 20 or Chemis 
try 20 or Physics 20. 

• Complete and meet the 
standards of the following: 

• Physical Education 10 
(3 credits), 

• Career and Life Man 
agement (CALM) 20(3 
credits), 

• 10 credits from Career 
and Technology Stud 
ies (CTS -- new). Fine 
Arts, or Second Lan 
guages, 

• 10 credits in any "30" 
level courses excluding 
English 30/33 and So¬ 
cial Studies 30/33; this 
includes locally devel¬ 
oped courses. \rTi

There will also be changes to 
the Transcript of Achievement 
(report card) to provide clear 
information regarding courses 
and students subject specializa¬ 
tion as well as the marks ob¬ 
tained by students. 

So what does this all mean? 

• It places a lot less emphasis 
on 30 level courses as opposed to 
33 level, and that university and 
college entrances will reflect this 
change 

• Students must have a clear 
idea in grade 9 which courses 
they will be specializing in. 

• There will be much more 
freedom in choosing courses and 

• The possibility of more lo¬ 
cally developed, student relevant 
courses being developed. 

In today'sextremely competi¬ 
tive world it has become increas¬ 
ingly important that high school 
students prepare themselves for 
their future. In Grade 9, careful 
consideration will determine the 
best route for each student to 
take. As parents we can help our 
children the most be encourag¬ 
ing them to enroll in the courses 
where they will obtain the high¬ 
est grade because he or she is 
capitalizing on their own indi¬ 
vidual strengths, talents, inter¬ 
ests and abilities to be as suc¬ 
cessful as possible

No drought income tax deferral in 1993 


With wet weather through the 
summer of 1993, preliminary indi¬ 
cations are no regions of Alberta 
will be eligible for a federal pro¬ 
gram allowing producers to defer 
income from the sale of breeding 
livestock. 

"The fact that there arc no des¬ 
ignated drought areas in 1993 has 
implications for farmers who took 
advantage of the deferral in 1992 
by carrying forward an income 
deferral from a previous year or 
who sold breeding animals earlier 
this spring," says Paul Gervais, a 
farm business management spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Agriculture's 
farm business management branch 
in Olds. 

The federal government pro¬ 
gram, administered through the 
Income Tax Act, allowed farmers 
in designated drought regions to 


defer sale income if conditions 
forced them to sell breeding stock 
so they could rebuild their herd the 
following year. 

Income from selling breeding 
animals in 1993 will be taxable in 
this tax year notes Gervais, as will 
any income deferred through the 
program in 1992 

"Forty-five areas of the prov¬ 
ince were designated as drought 
deferral areas last year Of these, 
13 areas were designated in both 
1991 and 1992," he adds "This 
allowed these farmers to carry the 
income deferral from 1991 for¬ 
ward to 1993." These areas are: the 
counties of Thorhild, Beaver, 
Athabasca, Smoky Lake. St. Paul, 
Two Hills, Vermilion River, 
Minbum. Lamont; the municipal 
districts of Wainwright, 
Bonneyville and Westlock; and. 


Improvement District 18 (south) 

"Two of those municipalities — 
the County of Vermilion River and 
the Municipal District of Wain¬ 
wright -- have been eligible for the 
income deferral since the program 
was first announced in 1988," says 
Gervais. "It's possible that farmers 
in these areas have carried forward 
the income deferral since then." 

For example, a farmer who de¬ 
ferred $50,000 from breeding stock 
sales will have to bring $50,000 
into taxable income this tax year. 
Opting to rebuild the breeding herd 
by buying cattle or by taking other 
steps can reduce this taxable in¬ 
come. 

"Tax management strategies 
range from pre-purchasing inputs 
for next year’s crop to payi ng wages 
to family members who work on 
the farm," says Gervais. "How-

Didsbury Men's Golf Fall Classic 

October 9, 1993 AT 11:00 a.m. 
PRIZES, PRIZES, PRIZES 
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on a show "Inaugural Ceremonies 
at Edmonton Celebrated Under 
Circumstances Very Favorable to 
the Occasion." the headline read on 
Monday. The realization had be¬ 
gun to dawn on Calgarians that, 
although they were distant from 
the Edmonton festivities, the events 
in the northern town marked a dra¬ 
matic change in their future 
(This story is one of hundreds 
appearing in "Alberta in the Twen¬ 
tieth Century." the magnificent 11- 
volume history of our province 
being produced, one volume a year, 
throughout the 1990s. You can sec 
and purchase your copy of Volume 
1. entitled "The Great West Before 
1900." (292 pages with 279 great 
pictures) at your local Alberta 
Treasury Branch.) 


The 1905 selection of Edmon¬ 
ton as the interim capital of the new 
province of Alberta came as a de¬ 
lightful shock to the citizens of the 
city. They had campaigned hard, 
and their representation in the cabi¬ 
net of Prime Minister Sir Wilfrid 
Lauricr was a strong card in their 
representation in the cabinet of 
Prime Minister Sir Wilfrid Lauricr 
was a strong card in their hand. (In 
fact, thanks to Interior Minister 
Frank Oliver's political machina¬ 
tions. it proved a winning card.) 

Just the same, everyone in Ed¬ 
monton knew that Calgary was the 
real centre of the province it was 
much larger, it was on the only 
transcontinental rail line, and it 
had all the brightest prospects for 
financial and demographic growth 
So when the honor of the scat of 
government fell upon Edmonton, 
the town decided to celebrate by 
staging a grand and glorious festiv¬ 
ity for the September 1 inaugura¬ 
tion of Alberta as a province 

As Calgary coldly looked on. 
Edmonton began to prepare A 
concert was scheduled for the night 
before the ceremony, followed on 
the big day by a massive parade up 
Jasper Avenue and terminating at a 
huge pavilion assembled for the 
Prime Minister and the Governor- 
General 

The city power plant had a strike 
of genius: it offered free electricity 
to the whole city for the week of 
September 1. The idea was to stimu¬ 
late the citizens to put up lights 
everywhere, which they did Mean¬ 
while. Alderman Billy Gricsbach 
was trying to convince his council 
colleagues to don top hats and frock 
coats for the occasion "Some of 
the aldermen bucked." he recalled 
later, "and declared with oaths and 
curses that they would not wear 
such a contraption " Eventually, 
though, they caved in and allowed 
clothier J J Mills to measure them 
for suits 

On the Thursday before the 
event, the Bulletin warned 
Edmontonians, in the name of dig¬ 
nity, not to razz and gloat to out-of 
town visitors We must be a capital 
"in spirit as well as in fact," they 
said As August 31 dawned, the 
locals were as sunny and friendly 
as the w eather looked to be (though 
the Calgary Herald) maliciously 
forecast a full week of snow) The 
Governor-General. Earl Grey, ar¬ 
rived with Lauricr that Thursday 
night, just in time for the concert. 
Most of Alberta's other political 
and social dignitaries were there - 
one notable exception being the 
Conservative-learning MLA, and 
soon-to-be ex-premier of the terri¬ 
tories. Fredrick Haultain. 

The next day. the well-feted 
viceregal party awoke to a sight 
that even Edmontonians could 
scarcely believe The city of some 
five or six thousand souls had at¬ 
tracted an immense crowd; esti¬ 
mates ranged from 12,000 to 
20,000. The awesome parade con¬ 
tained everybody from the Cana¬ 


dian Mounted Rifles band and the 
Old Timers Association to farmers 
with democrats w ho had joined the 
tailend as stragglers. 

At the fair grounds, at noon, 
Earl Grey made George Henry 
Vickers Bulvea Alberta's first lieu¬ 
tenant governor Sir Wilfrid Lauricr 
gave a five-minute talk, marvel¬ 
ling at the changes on the prairies 
since his last visit to Edmonton in 
1894 Then, with a trumpet blast. C 
Squadron of the North West 
Mounted Pol ice executed a cavalry 
charge to the pavilion and stopped 
dead before it as NWMP cannons 
sounded above Fort Edmonton to 
declare the existence of the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta 

Even the Calgary Herald admit¬ 
ted that Edmonton had really put

Bugged out 

Most insects cannot function in cold weather, so as win¬ 
ter nears, they search for shelter. Below arc some interest¬ 
ing ways they spend the winter. 

•Motherly love: Female crickets have a nccdlc-likc 
organ protruding from their stomachs called the ovipositor. 
The ovipositor is used to drill holes in the ground and 
deposit tiny eggs. Three hundred or more will fit in each 
hole. When the female cricket is finished filling and cover¬ 
ing the holes, she dies. 

• Winter storage: Harvester ants carry grass seeds in 
their mouths and bring them to their underground store¬ 
houses. By the time the snow flies, they have enough food 
to feed the entire ant colony until spring. 

• Western ways: Some Californians gather ladybugs in 
winter, store them in their refrigerators until spring, then 
sell them to farmers for a profit.
